Urey Woodton seconded it. There 
were no response, till the 11th waa 
called when Jamet Garnett, of Adair, 
nomin ated Capt. W. B. Sweeney, of 
Marion, John B. Thompson, Bardin's 
right bower, seconding it. The call of 
counties was then ordered and it 
showed many contests. Charley Brons- 
lon voted Lexington 10 for Sweeney 
and one for Bedwine, but Moses Kauff- 
man disputed hit right and the county 
was passed after some sharp talk be- 
tween the contestants. The result of 
the ballot showed Bedwine in the lead 
and but 40 votes short of a majority.
